SAN Diwo, October 23.-7This city ami 


neighboring towns were viaited this 
afternoon by a series of earthquakes • of 
more ttian ordinary fieverity. The iirat 
shock ocisiirrid'fc't 3.03 p.m. and wfaa 
followed at intervals of a quarter of a 
minute by two others. The last, one Was 
the .-BtroogOTt experienced hereabouts 
since the coming of Americans. 


People in brick houses swarmed into 


the streets, hearing the startling grind 
of brick and mortar and seeing, in some 
cases, the walla crack. A heavy sound 
was heard in all parta of the city imme- 
diately preceding the quake. 


Conaiderable consternation was caused 


in the public schools, the children in 
some'of the rooms being hastily dia- 
miseed. 


Clocks stopped, and windows and 


doora were 
shaken 
sensibly. 
The 


second shock was observed by but few 
people, being yery light, and coming 
when all were talking of the iirst, but 
the third was so pronounced IIB to bring 
people into the streets without delay.

Upper Otay Dam, Oampo, National City 
iinJ other places showed that the quake 
was fult about equally at all surround- 
ing pointH. Luusti rucks wuru shaken 
from the hillsides and rattled down the 
canyons, and a" heavy uroan or booming 
iioiee accompanied thetremora.

Tbey lurnieh 
examples of the impossibility of success 
fnl communism, which tends to preven 
people from attempting iinposslbili tiei 
upon a larger ncale. Each recurring 
failure is an object lesson to people who 
are capable of learning from observation 
and of understanding the limitations o 
human nature. But they do not pre 
vent a freeh crop of enthusiasts from 
springing up here and there with a new 
Utopia ou a small scale, nor do the; 
teach the dreamers how to prevent the 
inevitable outcome of all such experi 
mente.

persist in blowing out the cas.

DEFIANT HIGHBINDERS. 


They Have Decided to Ignore the 


Nutice to Leave. 


It was learned last night from a relia- 


ble source in Chinatown that the twelve 
highbinders who were warned to leave 
town on Monday, have decided to stay 
and fight it out to the bitter end. 


The men will probably be arrested to- 


day, and then the issue will he raised 
whether the highbinders are above the 
law in Fresno. Two at least of them 
are murderous thugs, and not one of 
them has done a stroke of work of any 
kind within the last two years. 


The plan of the highbinders ia all cut 


and dried, and conforms strictly to the 
conditions ot Chinese diplomacy as dis- 
played in San Francisco and elsewhere. 
All the respectable merchants in China- 
town, have given assurance to the au- 
thorities that they will not put up bail 
for the highbinders when arrested, so 
the latter have made arrangements with 
the laundry men and other irresponsible 
parties to zo security on the $100 bond 
required wnen a person arrested on a 
vagrancy charge is to be released. These 
straw bondamen 
are perfectly well 


known to the justices, and not one of 
them is worth a cent, so that if the jus- 
tices firmly insist on having responsible 
bondsmen, the highbinders will either 
have to go to jail or get out of town. 


They have said in the plainest terms 


(hat they will not go, and already the 
Chinese merchants are making prepara- 
tions for trouble. The difficulty is toget 
anyone to swear as to the character of 
highbinders when they are prosecuted. 
Those who live over in Chinatown, 
whether whites or Mongolians, say that 
the twelve men notified are desperadoes 
of the worst kind, and will certainly 
take advantage of any chance to assassi- 
nate a person who testifies against 
them.

JIow Reduced Kates Can Be Secure* 


by the People of the 


State. 


From tlio Kan Fraticlsco Chronicle. 


The Trafllc Association proposes to 


make a vigorous fight for the election ot 
its three candidates for the railroad com- 
mission. A special meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee was held yesterday 
morning for the purpose of taking some 
action which might emphasize to the 
voter the importance of electing rail- 
coinmissionors who will be under no 
obligations to tho railroad company 
when they are seated in office. The ex- 
ecutive committee decided to issue an 
address to the people of the state, set- 
ting forth the reasons why the Traffic 
Association's 
candidates 
should be 


elected. The following address waa ac- 
cordingly drawn up by Manager J. S. 
Leeds: 


To the People of the state of Cali- 


fornia:—Railroad charges and railroad 
abuses have long been the subject" of 
complaint, and they are indeed op- 
pressive and intolerable, absorbing all 
the profits of industry and business. 
The larmers, manufacturers, merchants 
and even the mechanics and laborers of 
the state therefore God their emolu- 
ments reduced to the lowest point. AH 
who work are in fact working for the 
railroad company, and getting for them- 
relvea at moat a bare living; some- 
times not even that. 


While all the rewards of industry are 


time reduced to a minimum, railroad 
rates alone remain excessive. They 
will continue so aa long as we allow the 
railroad company to dictate through the 
political bosses, who shall be the candi- 
Jates for the offices of railroad commis- 
sioners. Those officers establish the 
rates of railroad charges within the 
state, and they only can give legal re- 
ief. 
To allow them to he selected by 


the railroad company ia palpably ab- 
surd. 


The Traffic Association of California 


was organized three years ago for the 
correction of railroad abuses. By re- 
jpening the ocean and isthmus routes 
,o San Francisco we have greatly cheap- 
ened transportation between California 
and the eastern states and sayed to 
;he people of the state many million dol- 
ara. Local rates arc, however, Still op- 
pressive,and while awaiting the effect of 
:ompetition yet to be created in reduc- 
ng them, tho time has come for the 
3lcction of the commissioners who are 
to establish what they shall be for the 
icxt four years. The action of the po- 
itical conventions of tho season showed 
clearly that the bosses were bent on 
>ursuing this yetr the same course as 
litherto, and "giving the platform to 
he people and the candidates to the 
railroad company." When this became 
apparent we were urged by voters of all 
classes not to allow the election of com- 
-..isaioners to go by default against the 
people, but to name candidates lor the 
ollice on whom tho friends of reform 
could all unite regardless of party prefer- 
mces. After full inquiry and consul ta- 
lon we selected and we now recommend 
to your support tho following candidates, 
viz.: In the First district, Hugh M. La 
lue: in the second district, Alfred J. 
Marcus; in the Third district, W. W. 
Pniilips. 


In nominating them wo have com- 


peted our duty. It is for the voters 
;o either elect or reject them. The form 
of the new ballot does not permit any 
onu to voto a straight party ticket and 
cast the blame of a bad result ou the 
convention which named the candidates. 
Each voter must distinctly express his 
ndividual preference for a particular 
nan for each ollico to be filled. If you 
'avor a reform in transportation charges 
voto for the candidates we have present- 
ed to you. 


If there be any voters who have not 


n ado up their minds ns to which aide 
,hcy are on in this question, we would 
ieg them to consider the following:

93,381,wO, atl which moustroua sum waa 
wrunjc from the hard hands of the toll- 
ers of the state by the instrumentality ol 
a facile board of railroad commiasionere 
elected four years ago. Do you wish to 
rep«at the same experience for the next 
four yeara? It will cost you for tbiu 
item alone something over $13,500,000, 
besides their innumerable' other exac- 
tions. If you relish the prospect of pay- 
ing this monstrous tax, and paying a 
board of railroad commissioners, nomi- 
nated and elected through railroad in- 
fluences, MOOO a year each for legally 
imposing it on you, elect such aa your 
commissioners; never doubt they will 
keep their end of the bargain and saddle 
this tax on you. If you feel otherwise 
record your votes for H. M. Laltue in 
the First district, for A. J. Marcus in 
the Second and for W. W. Phillips in 
the Third, and let us for once see what 
an honest board of railroad commission- 
ore can do toward our relief from rail- 
road oppression.
